Late Lord Salisbury’s Son Travelling 
in Interests of New Chinese 
University. 

William 
} Hattield, 
and son of the late Lord Salisbury, 


London, April “11.—Lord 


Gaseoigine-Cecil, rector of 


the famous Conservative premier, 
sails for America carly this month. 
He.is the moving spirit in the univer- 
sity movement to establish a big uni- 
versity at Hankow, China. His ob- 
ject in undertaking the Aemrican tour 
is to enlist the support of the col- 
lege men of the United States in his 
scheme. 

The scheme has gained a remark- 
able in Europe. All the 
Protestant bodies, all the universities, 
some Roman Catholic teachers, lord 
mayors and notables of every section 
of activity have subscribed or other- 
wise shown their interest. Sir Rob- 
ert Tart, the greatest authority on 
China, in the western world, has giv- 
en ‘the scheme his blessing, and many 
European governments have notified 
the promoters of their approval. The 
Chinese government is not giving en- 
couragement, but is not hostile. 

The lord niayor of London, presid- 
ed at a meeting in the Mansion House 
av which $15,000 in subscriptions were 
announced, Cabinet aministers, arch- 
bishops, diplomats and heads of all 
religious denominations were there. 
Lord Hugh Cecil, another member of 
the famous family, expressed the ob- 
jects neatly in commenting upon the 
statement that “but for Christianity 
the world would never have had the 
magazine rifle and the lydite shell.” He 
drew a terrifying picture of the im- 
mense Chinese nation, absorbing west- 
ern materialism—incidentally the mag- 
azine rifles and the lydite shells—with- 
out the restraining influences of Chris- 
tianity. 

For the staff-of the new college, 
it is intended to come largely to the 
American universities. Lord William 
Cecil has travelled through China with 
the object of investigating the con- 
ditions. He will report to the Ameri- 
can students who would like to enter 
the movement and later on the pro- 
posals will be discussed at the Inter-

NOW LOWLY MONK 


Cousin of Kaiser Gives Fortune to the 
Church and Enters a Monastery. 


Frankfort, Germany, April 14.—The 
Kaiser’s « cousin, Prince Frederick 
Henry of Prussia, eldest son of ‘the 
late Prince Albrecht (regent of 
Brunswick), has embraced Roman 
Catholicism, has given his entire for- 
tune to the Roman Catholic church, 
and has entered an Itailian monastery 
as a monk. 

Prince Frederick Henry has had a 
remarkable career. A few years ago 
he was exiled by the Kaiser, who 
ordered him never to return home, 
After wandering about in the southern 
countries he became sick at heart and 
sought consolation in the Ronan 
church.

SLEEPING CAR RATES DOWN 


United States Inter-State Commerce Com- 


mission Orders Reductions. 


Washington, April 14—The Tnter- 
state Commerce Commission in a de- 
cision yesterday holds it to be “un- 
just and unreasonable” for the Pull- 
man Company to charge equally for 
upper and lower berths, Differential 
charges are ordered in several in- 
stances and Pullman rates from Chi- 
cago to the Pacific coast are order- 
ed reduced. . 

While this ruling of the commis- 
sion orders reductions in rates which 
were ‘specifically complained: of, at is 
recognized as the opening wedge for 
a readjustment of ‘sleeping car. rates 
wherever they exceed the average that 
the commission has found to be reas- 
onable in these instances. The Pull- 
man Company, it is said, will carry 
the decision to the courts. 

The commission rules that the pre- 
sent rate of $12 from St. Paul to the 
Pacific Coast was too high and or- 
dered it reduced to $10. 

‘The present rate of $12 for an upper 
berth was ordered reduced to $8.50. -A 
short night's journey, the commission 
holds, should not carry a rate of 
more than $1.50 for a lower berth and 
$1.10 for an upper. The rate of $2, 
which the company ‘has maintained 
from St. Paul to Fargo, N.D., 242 
miles, is ordered reduced accordingly 
The prevailing upper berth rate of 
$1.50 is reduced to $1.10 betweem St. 
Paul and points in Wisconsin. ‘Nhe 
upper berth rate between St. Paul 
and Grand Forks ds reduced from $2 
to $1.50. The prevailing rates are ap- 
proved for lower ‘berths.
